You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Grantham  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one 
Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Police  Officer, 
one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and  two  Auditors  for  the 
ensuing  year;  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds,  and  one  Trustee  of  the  public  Library  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  one  or  more  Highway  Agents,  and 
all  other  necessary  town  officers,  agents  and  committees, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  support  of  the  poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid,  and  raise  $239.65  for  same. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and  bridges. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
collector  of  taxes  additional  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices in  collecting  the  State  Head  tax  and  to  fix  the 
amount  thereof. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  continue  to  pay  re- 
taining fee  for  legal  service. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  road  agent  to  plow  the  snow  out  of  private  drives, 


and  to  see  if  there  will  be  any  charge  for  same. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  police  department  to  use  volunteer  deputies  for 
benefit  dances  when  available. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1953  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $400.00 
for  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Forestry  Department. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by 
the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  an 
Old  Home  Day,  and  take  any  action  thereof. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
town  wants  to  raise  for  the  fire  department. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  allow  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  present  Fire  Pump  and  purchase  one  or 
two  small  pumps,  if  they  have  a  good  opportunity.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  report  that  a  balance  of  about 
$1,000  is  anticipated  with  the  close  of  the  school  year 
on  June  30,  1953.  This  is  due,  primarily,  to  a  saving 
in  the  cost  of  transportation  and  to  the  fact  that  some 
high  school  pupils  have  not  continued  their  education. 
If  the  budget  recommended  by  the  School  Board  and 
which  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report  is  approved 
by  the  voters  of  the  District,  it  would  seem  that  the 
local  tax  for  schools  might  be  slightly  less  than  the 
amount  raised  in  March,  1952.  As  you  will  notice,  this 
is  possible  chiefly  because  of  the  sizable  balance  from 
the  current  year's  budget,  and  a  continuation  of  the 
same  amount  of  State  Aid. 

The  Legislature  is  in  session  and  the  money  available 
from  State  Aid  to  Education  is  as  yet  undetermined. 
New  Hampshire  spends  less  from  State  Government  for 
Aid  to  Local  Districts  than  any  other  state  except  one. 
We  are,  however,  proud  of  the  fine  financial  support 
given  the  schools  by  the  people  in  local  districts. 

Mrs.  Mabel  Pillsbury  and  Mrs.  Doris  Farrington  are 
the  teachers  in  the  Village  School  again  and  the  work 
is  progressing  even  more  satisfactorily  this  year.  Mrs. 
Ethel  Loomis  is  teaching  in  the  North  Grantham  School 
and  with  the  help  of  her  18  pupils  so  favorably  im- 
pressed Harold  E.  Fuller,  salesman  for  the  Norcor 
Manufacturing  Co.,  Greenbay,  Wisconsin,  that  he  gave 
a  complete  set  of  desks  and  chairs  for  the  school.  My 
personal  thanks  are  extended  to  all  three  teachers  for 
their  hard  work  and  their  interest  in  the  schools. 

The  teachers  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
attend  a  meeting  on  Teaching  of  Reading,  sponsored  by 
the  N.  E.  School  Development  Council  at  Dartmouth, 
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and  to  have  the  benefit  of  instruction  by  Miss  Elizabeth 
Van  Camp,  Reading  Director  for  Scott  Foresman  Pub- 
lishing Co.  Such  meetings  help  us  all  to  keep  acquainted 
with  the  best  methods. 

One  test  of  the  success  of  the  elementary  school  pro- 
gram is  the  record  of  pupils  in  high  school.  Nearly  all 
Grantham  pupils  who  are  now  in  high  school  are  doing 
good  work.  I  want  to  compliment  all  the  boys  and 
girls  for  their  excellent  attendance  and  their  interest 
in  doing  the  school  work  well. 

In  concluding  this,  my  second  report,  I  thank  the 
School  Board  members,  the  teachers  and  the  people  of 
Grantham  for  their  cooperation  and  their  help  in  mak- 
ing this  a  successful  year.
